the Richmond Chamber of Commerce. 

“We cannot sit back and wait for 
the businegs to come; ,we must de- 
veleop our facilities for the handl- 
ing of that business and we shall 
find, as other cities, whose natural 
difficulties were far greater, found, 
that the development of our water 
front and harbor can not keep pace. 
with the growth in business. But 
that growth must be started by an 
initial investment, and when the peo- 
ple of Richmond do make that in- 
vestment I advise that the best en- 
gineering authorities obtainable be 
employed for final supervision of 
the plans. Development must be 
along lines that look far ahead. 


* Harbors are not made in a day or 


even in a few years, and the best 
obtainable work in the beginning 
will be by far the cheapest in the 
end.” 

Carter was introduced by Vice 
President, E. B. Hull, who presided 
fin the absence of President Henry 
A. Johnson. Bull and Carter were 
members of the Progress and Pros- 
perity committee of the Oakland 
chamber of commerce a number of 
years ago. The committee in 1909 
secured the passage of a bond issue 
for the Oakland harbor, which is 
largely responsible for the present 
development of the Oakland harbor.

Cobby and Owsley, San Francisco 
vontroctors, are the successful bid- 
ders for the construction of the war 
memorial hall, which is to be con- 
structed in Richmond in honor of 
the veterans of American foreign 
wars. Recommendation to this effect 
was made to the Board of Supervis- 
ors yesterday at Martinez, by the 


building committee of the allied war : 


veterans organizations of Richmond. 


The building will cost $54,016 ex- 
clusive of furnishings. 

The building, which will be con- 
structed on ‘Twelfth street, just 


south of Macdonald avenue and next 
to Memorial park, will be of brick 
veneer construction, containing two 
stories and a basement. There will 
be two sets of lodge rooms, two sets 
floor, banquet hall gymnasium, and 
showers. ‘ 

Ten bids for the construction were 
opened yesterday, together with 
several on heating plant installation. 
Bids upon different types of walls, 
and interior alterations, numbering 
six, were examined by the committee, 
the architect and the district attor- 
‘ney. The brick veneer bid of Cobby 
and Owsley was recommended and 
adopted by the supervisors, as it 
came within the original $55,000

A statement that specifications were 


not followed in the construction ot 
the ceiling of the Roosevelt Junior 
‘High school, which recently fell, was 
made last night in a statement sub- 
mitted to the city council by Building 
Inspector L. Wierda. 

Wierda says: “The specifications 
provide that 10d nails be used to nail 
the furring to the ceiling joists, which

the plastering was far heavier than 
required, and that the furring used 
would support a load of only 68 
pounds, while the plaster used 
weighed 129.75 pounds, 

Wierda recommends that “the ceil-

At that time scaf- 
folding had been erected and the

‘ceiling, except from. the balcony, 
had been removed, which made It 
very difficult to ascertain the ex- 
act cause of the plaster falling. 
However, upon inspection, the 
following conditions were found: 

That the ceiling joists as shown:

a deflection of 1/360th of the span, 
which is permissible for plas- 
tered ceilings; it will sustain a 
Yoad of 426 pounds.
